Know Your Traffic Laws
School is out for summer vacation but many drivers forget 

that most schools have a summer session and fail to reduce 
the speed of their cars during the hours the children are going 
to and from school.

Speed in areas of schools always poses a problem but 
during the summer months this hazard increases due to most 
drivers overlooking summer school. The speed limit for a 
nchool zone is 25 MPH and is described by section 22352. Cali­ 
fornia Vehicle Code:

Twenty-five miles per hour:
On any highway other than a state highway, in any 

business or residence district unless a different speed is 
determined by local authority1 under procedures set forth 
in this code.

When passing a school building or the grounds there­ 
of, contiguous to the highway while children are going to 
or leaving such school during opening or closing hours or 
during the noon recess period. Such prinia facie limit shall 
also apply when passing any school grounds M hich are not 
separated from the highway by a fence, gate or other 
physical barrier while the grounds are in use by children.
